Cal., Feb. 15.—Now it's 
the “puffed brick” boat. 
Having puffed everything from puf­ 
fed rice to potato chips, Oakland la 
preparing to get puffed up over its 
“puffed brick’’ ship.

first one to be launched under the pro­ 
gram of the United States Shipping 
Boardy 
March 15 has been the date set for 
the launching. 
“Puffed brick” is made like ordi­ 
nary brick of a peculiar clay contain­ 
ing a low percentage of Biliate. When 
subject to intense heat the brick puff 
to double their original size. 
The 
produce looks like coke 
and 
is 
as 
light. 
The “pulled brick” are then 
ground up and mixed with cem ent 
Thus instead of using crushed rock as 
'in 
ordinary 
concrete 
construction, 
about 40 per cent is gained 
in 
the 
lightness of the ship’s walls. 
Another new feature is the method 
of constructing the forms. These are 
built in 
standardized 
sections 
and 
hinged with bolts so that they can be 
folded up out of the way when the 
concrete hardens. 
As soon as a ves­ 
sel ie launched these forms can be put 
back in place, the steel rods installed 
and in a few days pouring of another 
ship can begin. The concrete ship ex­ 
perts say that this arrangement makes 
it possible to turn .out a 7,500-ton ves­ 
sel every three months. Besides, only 
about 25 per cent of lumber in the 
forms is wasted.

vote was not needed. 
As m atters 
stand, New York seems to register 
the deliberate opinion of our most 
populous and wealthy state in favor 
of the reform for which the sm aller 
stales were long the only champions. 
It is true that this vote is not due 
to New York city, any more than the 
vote in M assachusetts was due to Bos­ 
ton, or the vote in Illinois to Chicago, 
or the vote in California to San F ran­ 
cisco, or the vote in Louisiana to New 
Orleans. 
But, the significant fact is 
that the big industrial and commercial 
communities have not been strongly 
enough pro-liquor to turn the tide of 
prohibition sweeping through the rur­ 
al sections and the lesser cities. 
Disregarding 
technicalities, 
and 
speaking broadly, it may be said that 
everybody is for prohibition now. 
It 
seems likely that all the other states 
will join in the ratification. 
And any­ 
one who argues that these votes are 
the votes of m isrepresentative legis­ 
latures and not really of states la 
quibbling.

statements and balance sheets. 
3—The exeeutive-officer department, 
wTere the students learn the duties 
required in keeping 
enlisted 
men's 
records and the use of the forms 
in 
keeping track of the arrival and de­ 
parture of men. ratings and disratings, 
appointments, discharges, 
desertions 
and deaths. 
4—Pay-offloer department, in which 
a thorough knowledge of 
arithmetic 
is required and the student is taught 
how to make out pay-rolls, compute 
he pay of officers and men, credit, in­ 
terest, clothing accounts, allowances, 
bounties, extra pay, checkages, allot­ 
ments, deposits, etc. 
5—The cormnanding-offieer 
depart­ 
ment teaches students the proper care 
and handling of the typewriter 
and 
the forms of official correspondence 
used in the naval service. 
They are 
instructed in the writing 
of 
official 
letters, endorsements, the 
channels 
through which they pass, system 
of 
filing, proceedings 
of 
court-martial 
courts of Inquiry, inquests, etc. 
After graduating from the yeoman 
school the students, as a 
rule, 
are 
allowed ten days’ leave

coms when the methods used by 
the fish trusts of the stats must 
bs controlled. 
Years ago the small company 
fishermen who make their living by 
fishing along the Orange county coast 
found out that there was a fish trust. 
For years there has been a fight made 
against the doings of the big fish in- 
forests. 
It was printed out long ago 
that no m atter how many thousands 
of pounds of fish were caught, the 
price to the retailer iii Los Angeles al­ 
ways was the same. 
If there came a 
great run of fish and ten times the us­ 
ual amount of fish was caught, the 
price in Los Angeles never blinked 
an eye. 
It took the war to open the eyes of 
the people of the state. 
A cry went 
forth that with all the food 
saving 
campaign that was on that the com­ 
mercial fish interests would 
destroy 
fish before they would spoil the retaij 
market price. 
No wonder there is a lot of legisla­ 
tion presented for the control of fish 
marketing. 
Senator 
Scott 
of 
San 
Francisco asks for a law to compel 
all fish to be put on the market within 
twenty-four 
hours 
after 
they 
are 
caught. 
He is father of a bill for a 
state fish market director, 
No. 
409. 
Senator Lyon of Los Angeles, an ad­ 
ministration 
leader, 
presented 
No- 
679, which Is the state fish ekchange 


Looking through the bills one finds 
a good deal of legislation along the 
line of exerting control of commercial 
fisheries. 
The commercial fisheries 
will deserve every Jolt they get. 
lf 
there ever was a high-handed, out­ 
rageous system of*imposltion upon the 
public that system has been theirs. 
Bounties Again 
Every once in a while somebody 
proposes a state law providing boun­ 
ties on coyotes, wildcats and a few 
other 
distinguished 
inhabitants of 
waste and wild places. 
Senator Mc­ 
Donald of San Francisco has presented 
three bills on bounties, one for pre­ 
datory animals, one providing that a 
quarter of the game license 
money 
shall be expended in bounties and one 
providing 
bounties 
for 
predatory 
birds, and among the birds he includes 
the festive road runner, who hitherto 
has been protected by law. 
Those 
who really know this angling critter 
konw that he would rather mess a 
quail nest than run the road. 
Anyhow, 
McDonald 
has one idea 
worth comment. 
He 
finds a 
real 
conservation use for part of the mon­ 
ey paid in licenses. He would pay one- 
fourth of it to hunters for killing ani­ 
mals and birds that destroy untold 
quantities of game. 
Hitherto the 
principal reason for paying 
hunting 
licenses 
seemed 
to be to provide 
means for hiring more deputies whose 
principal duty was to see that every­ 
body who hunted got licenses, so that 
there would bs more money to hire 
deputies. 
On Closed Seasons 
Senator Inman has a bill providing 
for a five-year closed season on desert 
and valley quail. One thing is a cinch. 
Orange counter can well yell for that 
bill- At least, a three-year closed sea­ 
son is needed here. 
All along through 
the 
thirty-nine 
bills presented to 
the 
senate 
and 
which were referred to the fish and 
game 
committee 
are 
bills 
giving 
more power and authority to the fish 
and game commission. 
One of them 
would give the commission authority 
to shorten or lengthen 
any 
closed 
season. 
There were 
thirty-nine 
fish 
and 
game bills presented to the senate, 
and forty-six of that variety were en­ 
tered in the assembly. 
The Road Shooter has gone through 
the senate bills and herewith presents 
to the Register readers his 
briefed 
review 
of 
those 
thirty-nine 
bills. 
Many of the assembly bills are dupli­ 
cates of the senate bills. This review 
of the senate bills strings out long 
enough for this week without running 
down any of the cripples in the assem 
bly pasture^ So here 
goes 
senate bills: 
Bag Limit en Ducks 
No. 72—Hunting license to remain 
$1, excepting that one who has declar­ 
ed intention of 
becoming 
a citizen 
shall tfby 610 and other aliens 625. 
No- 98—This is Senator Rominger’s 
bill to put a bag limit of ten on ducks. 
N a 99—A stream shall not be fished 
fn tie same year that it has 
been 


having any swan, wild pheasant, bob 
white quail, dr any 
imported 
quail, 
partridge or wild turkey 
No. 292—In Game District 4, bag 
limit of one back a year. 
No. 303—Closed 
season 
for tree 
squirrels Jan. I to August 31, no sale 
of tree squirrels, bag limit twelve iii 
a season. 
No. 304—Prohibits taking of small 
fish or ova of fish of any species. 
Small fish 
must 
be 
thrown 
back 
wherever taken. 
Protects ponds and 
streams used for propagation by fish 
and game commission- 
No. 305—Prohibits shooting “of any 
kind of game bird or game mammal 
from a power boat, sail boat. airplane 
or automobile.” 
No shotgun larger 
than ten-gauge shall be allowed. 
No. 306—Bag limits proposed are: 
Eight geese, eight black 
sea brant, 
twenty-five ducks, mudhens and jack- 
snipes, fifteen desert and valley quail 
and doves, ten mountain quail, four 
grouse, four sage hens, fifteen cotton 
tail or bush rabbits. 
Weekly limit, 
double limit for day. 
No. 
371—Regulates 
taking 
of 
shrimp, spiny lobsters, crabs. Anyone 
interested should read the bill. 
No. 380—Evidently a slight revision 
of boundaries of fish and game dis­ 
trict in which hunting or fishing are 
prohibited. 
No. 381—This aims to regulate trout 
fishing. 
The changes from the old 
law are not Indicated. 
Open seasons 
are designated. Fifty trout is limit. 
Must Sell Fieh Soon 
No. 408—Commercially, fish caught 
in the waters of the state shall be of­ 
fered and exposed 
for 
sale 
within 
forty-eight hours. 
No greater 
price 
than 
twelve and a half cents 
per 
pound shall be charged or collected 
for these fish. No person shall catch 
or have in his possession over 500 
pounds of fish. Should excess be ac­ 
crued, the district attorney may give 
a permit, for the disposition of the ex­ 
cess. 
The district attorney must di­ 
rect- within twenty-four hours after 
the permit is asked for, the manner of 
the disposition. This is not to apply 
to fishing for canning, smoking, Bait­ 
ing or curing. 
No. 409—The Fish and Game Com­ 
mission is given control of the busi­ 
ness of buying and selling fish. The 
commission can establish stations for 
receiving fish, can set prices .upon fish 
it must establish a service for the dis­ 
tribution of fish by establishing retail 
stations where necessary. It shall be 
unlawful for any one to destroy fish 
in order to'keep up the price. 
The 
commission may establish such rules 
and regulations as it sees fit to carry 
out the plan- The purpose of the act 
is “to bring fish to all the people of 
the state regularly at the lowest pos­ 
sible cost.” Fishermen need not sell 
to and people need not buy from the 
commission. 
There is appropriated 
6250,000 for carrying out this act. 
No. 410—While this bill 
was 
re­ 
ferred to the fish and game committee 
it has nothing more to do with fish 
and game than It has to do with the 
breezes at Panama. 
It provides for 
a state market commission to handle 
agricultural and dairy products. 
No. 411—Angling licenses to be re­ 
quired only of persons over 18. 
No. 4 1 2—Prohibits 
fishing 
within 
250 feet of any fishway or IOO feet 
above fish screen. 
Closed Seasons 
No. 462.—A dosed season bill- 
Ducks, etc., closed Feb. 1 to Oct. 
14.

Oct. 15, 1919,

This it the most drastic change 
proposed In game protection laws.

No. 578—Any person dealing in fish 
must issue a receipt in duplicate 
English for such 
purchase of 
showing disposition to be made of JI 
bought. 
Any m aster of any otter 
beam trawl or paranzella net or sim­ 
ilar gear taking fish from the bottom 
of the sea and bringing into this state 
must keep a catch recon^for the fish 
and game commission. 
No. 480—The fish and game com­ 
mission shall regulate 
and 
control 
fishing boats and the handling of fish 
to insure delivery of flsh«gpd marine 
products in fit condition, and to pre­ 
vent diversion of ouch products to 
other than human consumption. Such 
pow er as needed to carry out the act 
is given. Licenses can be taken away 
from boats. 
No. 481—A blank amendment pre­ 
sented. wording evidently to be put in 
during second session. Refers to cu­ 
ties of commission.

All fish in the jurisdic­ 
tion of the state are owned 
by the 
state, i The state market director is 
given authority to regulate the sale 
of fish.

price shall prevail for the state mar­ 
ket and for private markets also. Pro­ 
hibits the destruction or diversion of

A fund for carrying ou„ 
the act is to be created. The bill has 
thirty-one sections. 
If it passes and 
is made operative it will put a crimp 
in the fish trust.
